hundredth anniversary the solemn approbation their Order the Holy See. 
the Bull, “In Apostalicae dignitatis solio,” published January 26, 1725, His Holiness Pope 
Benedict XIII solemnly approved the Institute founded Saint John Baptist Salle.

this Bull, the Holy See gave its solemn approval and blessing Congegation 
religious laymen, consecrated Christian education, the rules drawn for them their 
holy Founder, and the methods and scope teaching outlined him. Besides, officially 
recognized the Brothers teachers Christian doctrine and commissioned them carry out 
this truly apostolic work: “To teach children those things which pertain good and 
Christian life imbue their minds with the precepts Christianity and the Gospel.” 
For this purpose, “they are teach Catechism daily.” Henceforth the Institute Saint 
John Baptist Salle takes its place among the religious congregations the Church. 

Recognizing the importance the Papal document, Very Rev. Brother Timothy, Superior- 
General, convoked General Chapter the Order Rouen for its solemn reception. After 
Retreat which closed the feast the Assumption Our Blessed Lady, August 15, 1725, 
the assembled Brothers heard the bull Benedict XIII read from the steps the altar, the 
Very Rev. Canon Robinet, Vicar-General and special delegate the Archbishop Rouen. 

Deeply rooted the religious life, endowed with pledge fecundity, and charged with 
apostolic mission, the institute Saint Salle could now develop all security. 
that expansion both numbers and curriculum quickly followed upon the blessing 
and approbation the Holy See. 

Many have been the favours and blessings bestowed the Sovereign Pontiffs during 
the past two hundred years upon the sons St. Salle return for their faithful adher- 
ence the dying injunction their holy Founder ever closely united the Apostolic 
See. Both religious and teachers, the Christian Brothers have ever been distinguished 
for their attachment and submission the Roman Pontiffs, from the Pope who, the 18th 
century, approved and prescribed their mode life, Pius XI, who, the 20th, has directed 
them include the classics their teaching.

dency and guiding principle most social groups 
combative and selfish the extreme, and the pur- 
pose material advance the expense another 
“class” conceived bitterly antagonistic, the aim 
the educated class self improvement, and 
science has even shown the extreme condescension 
allowing the morons trail the group. 


The educated class possesses keen realization 
our educational inheritance. consists not only 
those superior individuals who gaze upon 
troubled world from the quiet and unruffled air 
Mount Parnassus, composed not only the 
higher choirs the learned heirarchy, but num- 
bers among its elect countless hosts lesser 
spirits whose claim angelic nature rests not upon 
virtue and glory achieved but upon the intense 
desire acquire “education.” That many are 
conscious the virtue improvement, that pro- 
gress less nebulous and extends over large social 
groups only manifestation some the bene- 
fits derived from the appreciation what our an- 
cestors have left us. are all heirs the wealth 
and glory the past. Our inheritance writ large 
the testament life and our claim fee simple 
dependent only upon our right the succession. 


fortunate that many are conscious 
the pre-eminence the educated group society 
and that advancement the result this knowl- 
edge. But soon find ourselves beset with diffi- 
culties. How are make the best our educa- 
tional inheritance? Shall receive our just share? 
How can enlarge and improve it?’ This problem 
calls mind the delightful story around which Puc- 
cini has constructed his little operatic gem “Gianna 
Schicchi.” old Florentine has died and his rela- 
tions hope receive his wealth, but finding the 
will they discover the deceased has bequested all 
his goods the church. Now there weeping in- 
deed! But one the disappointed relations bethinks 
himself Gianni Schicchi, clever lawyer, (brought 
back from “Hell” where Dante found him) and 
sends for him. Schicchi arrives and soon finds that 
the old man’s death unknown outside the house. 
enters the dead man’s bed and calls for 
then signifies, the delight his accomplices, 
all whom expect the inheritance, that wishes 
make his will. Imagine the surprise all, how- 
ever, when the false old man bequeaths everything 


Gianni Schicchi, while they must keep silent be- 
cause their participation the deceit. 

The story Gianni Schicchi especially signi- 
ficant regard our educational inheritance and 
hope interpret the light parable with- 
out boring our readers unduly. Society today has 
conte look upon education unmitigated ben- 
efit and self sufficient bequest from the past. And 
society expects that everyone should inherit this 
educational patrimony. Despite the largesse the 
past, however, many are forgotten the will. So- 
ciety weeps for the illiterate, for the criminal, for 
the deficient, for all those groups that are rightful 
heirs educational inheritance but who are de- 
prived their full share. The past has left the dis- 
position its effects the hands the present. 
Through thousand years has guarded zealously 
the treasure human thought the schools—free 
schools open all who seek the truth. But society 
finds fault with the disposition the past and sug- 
gests government control solution all the 
knotty problems education, little realizing that 
government control education but varitable 
Gianni Schicchi—a bright vision which may turn 
out but bad dream. 

From the fact that want improvement 
our educational system follows that there some- 
thing wrong with it, that fails satisfy our de- 
mands upon it. With characteristic indifference 
all logical precision however, ask not directly, 
“What wrong with the schools?” but shrug 
too indifferent shoulders and say “Let the govern- 
ment fix the schools.” Now the first thing that 
would settled our minds what the schools 
are for. Strange say, one seems have 
troubled himself seriously determine this interest- 
ing question. case the vulgar adage, “We 
don’t know where going, but we’re our 
way.” Some theorists maintain that the schocls 
are not make learned men—their function com- 
plete when they turn out intelligent voters. Others 
spurn the utilitarian values and speak the “larger” 
point view. would seem that before can 
realize any scheme improve education should 
know definitely what purpose use education 
for. The very term has become specious pretext 
and like “democracy,” “charity,” “service,” 
ican,” has become platitude, airy nothing. 
possible grapple with this problem seriously 
and reach conclusion that satisfying? Let see. 


The school consists students, studies, teachers 
and appointments. consists mind, growth, di- 
rection and method. The very substance and es- 
sence education the mind the child, not the 
class, the curriculum the school. once for all 
could impress this upon the great majority, what 
world time and trouble, wealth taxes, 
would saved. One would think today, from the 
mad orgy school building that progress 
were really improving our schools. Our build- 
ings—yes; are increasing them and improving 
them—but who will sorry assert that our 
buildings are our schools? Remember the idea that 
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President Garfield had perfect school? stu- 
dent one end log and Mark Hopkins the 
other—that was all. Though you shape that log in- 
the most expensive and comfortable desk, though 
you place class structure you have the es- 
sentials education still and more. Those who 
would see mentality soar the next generation and 
think achieve the miracle with the public moneys, 
are innocent credulous group; perhaps they are 
the same unfortunates who bring flowers felons, 
and believe that prohibition moral antiseptic. 
may gild the lilly and paint the rose, but 
shall never make more the one the other. The 
child our problem. the beginning, the middle, 
the end. the measure and the measured the 
educative process. The school can affect him only in- 
sofar will and able affected the teacher 
only insofar she able understand his mind. 
may improve our means, but and for- 
get our aim much like hunting elephants with 
shot-gun—you may find the elephants you hunt 
long enough but you won’t able use them. 

The child the measure education. can 
teach him more than can learn. But that 
may given his birthright the teacher’s duty 
lead him into the fullness his life.

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The Influence Touch Music.

Music requires all shades 
tone and all degrees 
dynamics its 
That method touch the 
best, which use the oft- 
repeated figure speech, re- 
produces tone, the spark- 
ling brilliancy the dia- 
mond, the soft delicacy 
the pearl, the fiery glow 
the ruby, legato restful 
the other hand, thun- 

derous the roar cata- 
the quality and variety sound directly trace- 
able difference the way which the motive 
power applied, that does seem but natural 
suppose that the timbre the pianoforte amen- 
able similar influences. Yet such not the case, 
for the actual tone the piano does not depend 
entirely upon the way which the keys are struck. 
Many the sources difference lie entirely, within 
the domain the manufacturer. The shape, size, 
weight and hardness hammer; the place 
which the string struck; the density, rigidity and 
elasticity the string, all these are matters affecting 
tone, and over which the player has control what- 
soever. Yet, however beautiful, delicate, and bril- 
liant the piano tone may be, the life, the appealing 
power that tone may said depend almost 
entirely upon the proficiency and delicacy touch 
the performer. 

Touch the distinguishing characteristic which 
makes one player’s music sound different from that 
another, for touch that dominates the player’s 
means producing dynamic shading tone-quali- 
ty. Many authorities contend that the quality 
tone depends upon the instrument rather than upon 
the performer. Nevertheless, trained ear can iden- 
tify different individual characteristics, with almost 
the same accuracy, that identify different voices. 
matter how wonderful the pianist’s technic, 
quite worthless unless possess that control 
over his touch, which enables him interpret the 
composer’s work with the right artistic shading. 
fine technic without the requisite touch liberate 
the performer’s artistic intelligence and soul, falls 
flat. With excellent technic and fine touch to- 
gether, with broad musical and general education 
and artistic temperment, the student may said 

The first problem the teacher the develop- 
ment the ideal for big, round, luscious tone 
the “mind’s ear” the pupil. can done 
only the living example. Once the ideal firmly 
fixed the pupil’s ear, comes the perfecting the 
physical mechanism for tone-production the in- 
strument. The wrist the leading factor deter- 
mining the quality the tone, and therefore the 
first exercises should concern themselves with the 
suppleness this joint. not the complete 
looseness the wrist that should aimed for; this 


fatal perfect tone control the stiff wrist. 
rather certain springiness that must ac- 
quired, suppleness strength. The wrist must 
capable passing along the power the upper 
arm, the firm finger tips, retaining the same 
time its pliability. Not only tone-quality, but also 
tone quantity largely under the control the 
wrist. slight stiffening allows more power from 
the arm reach the finger tips; relaxation effects 
immediate decrease the amount the tone, 
well softening its quality. 

The most important cultivate the matter 
touch the ear; after that, the sense touch it- 
self the finger tips. Now there may dozen 
different ways developing the right kind touch, 
but sensitive ear will develop good touch with 
poor method and wrong principles, while poor 
ear will not develop good touch under any circum- 
stances. for the fingers, they should exer- 
cised lifting more than striking, for 
noticeable fact, that the majority otherwise good 
players fail not letting key the right 
time, caused the weakness the lifting muscles 
which are not practiced enough the ordinary 
The up-stroke more impor- 
tant all exercises for the fingers and wrists. The 
down-stroke easy enough for one with culti- 
vated and sensitive ear. can modified many 
ways, according the amount pressure used, 
and this pressure always dictated the musical 
ear. 

The constituent elements individual touch are, 
delicate variations tone varied gradations and 
lengths notes combination and succession, the 
and looseness legato, and the use the 
pedal. The pedal far thé most potent factor 
influencing the tone; but although its general 
effects are fairly well known and understood, there 
important part its functions altering tone- 
quality not regarded with sufficient scrutiny care. 
The point usually considered paramount the 
time and mode depressing and releasing the pedal 
itself. great the difference the gradation 
tone and length the various notes passage 
different players, that where one player would 
depress the pedal with excellent effect for whole 
bar containing discordant notes, another might, 
with the very same depression, utterly ruin the pas- 
sage. not the pedal which ruins the passage, 
but the wrongly proportioned length and strength 
the notes played succession and combination. 
judicious manipulation the force and length 
the notes, minimizing the effects the notes 
which make for and magnify the effects 
the notes which make for beauty, and which 
the same time elicit the content the passage, the 
pedal can used admirably enrich and beautify 
the whole. 

define and classify the various kinds and 
shades touch, each which modifies more less 
perceptibly the quality tone, would impossible. 
Where the hand and wrist are supple and elastic, 
and the player has real musical perception and feel- 
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ing, the shades tone-quality produced his 
unconscious modifications touch dictated 
cultivated ear, and induced the musical ideal 
his mind, are infinitely subtle and varied. Such 
playing and such only genuinely musical and ar- 
tistic. Imagination, musical perception, musical 
feeling and musical ear are the fundamental requi- 
sites aritstic interpretation. But equally indis- 
pensable such condition the hand, wrist and 
arm, and such control the nervous and muscular 
apparatus, makes all this mechanism the uncon- 
scious and automatic servant the perceiving and 
feeling mind. Lastly, the action the piano must 
finely balanced and perfectly constructed, 
that practically extension the nervous and 
muscular apparatus the player; sympathetically 
responsive the slightest shade feeling, the most 
subtle modification the musical conception. 
What the possible modification tone touch 
alone? Difference tonal quality has very wide 
range. The quality tone due the proportion 
which its overtones are present component 
parts the fundamental tone. Any device whatso- 
ever that suppresses re-inforces any one more 
the overtones given fundamental, must 
change the quality that fundamental. This prin- 
ciple clearly recognized the very construction 


the instrument. the distinctive quality 


tone given instrument depends upon the 
pressure certain more prominent overtones, 
follows that whatever tone that instrument 
which best exhibits its overtones, the most char- 
acteristic tone the instrument can produce. 
acoustic law, that fundamental tone dies away 
more rapidly than its overtones. passage play- 
ing there not time for the law positively affect 
the quality the tone for the better. But slower 
playing, the mere continuation the tone and the 
relatively faster diminuendo the fundamental 
than its overtones,, makes positive difference 
the quality the tone. the relative prominence 
the overtones determines the quality tone, 
follows that the changes this quality depen- 
dent upon the method touch. 


The popular opinion that touch and technique are 
solely mechanical processes radically erroneous. 
move listener with what called beautiful 
playing means keen perception contrast tone 
quality. strong conception tone quality will 
conveyed artist his audience quite irre- 
spective instrumental limits. The number and 
variety these tone qualities can determined 
purely the shades human thought which find 
expression through them. The ear must first 
carefully trained studying the effects single 
tone production. passage should not practiced 
before its musical and technical contents are com- 
prehended and completely memorized. The moment 
phrase securely and solidly placed, then may 
played with increasing rapidity, until the utmost 
independence, elasticity and flexibility are obtained. 
Skillful training the hand has more with the 
possibilities producing velvet pearl-like quali- 
tone than any one has any conception of. 
the only way explain how is, that.some 
players can produce such sympathetic and liquid 
tones occasionally hear. 
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conceded, that tone pianism really 
nothing more than justly varied rhythm, the ques- 
tion very naturally arises, the reason for the 
great changes angle, and elevation arm and 
hand and fingers which are witnessed the per- 
formances some many the greatest players. 
Are they merely assumed bewilder and astonish 
the eyes the spectator, are they bona fide 
means whereby their enormous volume sound, 
their delicate pianissimo, their subtle gradation 
tone, their refined phrasing are produced? The 
almost universal concurrence among authors, en- 
forcing some one other position the hands, 
body, being the one thing needful for the forma- 
tion good touch, certainly points the fact, 
that the quality tone greatly dependent upon 
these positions hands and body. has been well 
seid; “Take care the time and the touch, and the 
tone will take care you hear something 
wrong with the tone, you may quite sure you 
will find the cause the position your hand and 
the way you have relaxed the tone with 
finger tips, and think out the different kinds 
touch you want must use. This the 
different qualities sound and putting the 
notes what constitutes the intellectual study 
music. 

important that the student should eschew 
complicating fads and devote his energies the 
things which really matter, that behooves him 
think clearly, bear mind the elementary prin- 
ciples touch, where the issues are plain and 
simple. blessed with natural love for

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Teaching Pupils How Study 


Brother Bernardine, F.S.C. 


VERY teacher who acquainted with the prin- 

ciples pedagogy relating the presentation 
new topics given lesson, knows, how im- 
portant train the pupils the practice 
careful, methodical study. Sound pedagogical the- 
ory, and the common experience teachers familiar 
with the various subjects taught the elementary 
grades and the high schools and colleges, com- 
bine approve being logically right and proper 
the giving explicit directions and instructions 
all classes pupils and students concerning the 
ways and means learning the subject matter 
hand. 

That even the youngest pupils can formed 
right study habits must admitted, unless 
proved that they can not study all. However, 
the general practice giving pupils something 
study way preparation for lesson, re- 
moves all doubt the teacher’s personal belief 
regarding the ability the pupil help himself 
some extent, least, the study work assigned 
him. While may take for granted, then, that 
most pupils can and make some progress 
knowledge through their own unaided study efforts, 
that fact should not allowed minimize the 
outstanding needs practically all learners who 
enter untried fields investigation. These obvious 
needs should serve increase rather than abate 
the efforts the teacher towards helping the pupil 
study with ever-increasing ardor and self-con- 
scious efficiency. 

Just what measure help most efficacious and 
should withheld afforded, what are the special 
instances which the pupil might thrown 
his own resources altogether, are matters which 
call for the exercise the teacher’s foresight, dis- 
cretion, and good judgment. Some teachers, how- 
ever, not seem take seriously enough the work 
teaching their pupils how study. They are 
generally found that class pedagogic reaction- 
aries who pride themselves their loyalty the 
long discreded maxim the fossil schoolmaster— 
“Never help the learner young old anything 
can his own unaided effort.” Clearly such 
would-be teachers measure the pupil’s learning 
abilities the thumb rule their own narrow con- 
ception the pupil’s difficulties, not the actual 
mental unfitness the learner overcome such 
difficulties without the aid the teacher. 

The difference the point view between the 
teacher who knows how attack new problems 
mathematics, science, language study, and the 
pupil who quite unable master the study lesson 
assigned him may accepted satisfactory ex- 
planation the policy adopted the class 
teachers just referred to. However that may be, 


time—honored precedent pedagogic maxim 
however venerable can justify any teaching proce- 
dure practice that leaves out the reckoning 
the actual inability young and inexperienced pu- 
pils any effective study except when guided 
thereto and aided the task and through defi- 


nite and faithfully applied method studying any 
given lesson. think that all pupils can success- 
fully study given subject following the perfunc- 
tory announcement the same the teacher, 
about logically defensible would ex- 
pect that inexperienced landsman who would 
brave the terrors the deep frail, leaky, ill- 
built craft should able ride out any storm 


‘that might arise, and eventually arrive safe and 


sound his destined port. 

Not speak the injustice setting for pupils 
task for which they are not prepared, the utter 
stupidity such procedure must apparent 
anyone who capable comparing his own expe- 
rience similar cases with that the juvenile 
learner. Why any teacher ordinary good sense 
should countenance the practice assigning new 
and difficult mental tasks young pupils, ad- 
vanced students, for that matter, without giving 
them the necessary preliminary instruction 
the ways and means studying the subject, can 
explained one other the following facts: 
either the teacher ignorant the real character 
the work laid out for the pupils, obsessed 
with the erroneous idea that all them can study 
equally hard and learn with the same facility that 
she loses sight the very important fact 
that only the exceptional student may cope success- 
fully with unfamiliar matters study. 


The penalties which inevitably follow such 
course are known all observant 
ure the daily* recitation, noticeable decline 
the pupils’ power comprehension, absurd an- 
swering, inconsequent reasoning 
written well oral statements, are but few 
the many evil consequences this gross neglect 
the teacher’s obvious duty this matter. 

face the distressing situation thus brought 
about, but aggravation the evil apply 
remedy for that nostrum the quack peda- 
hard and you will learn.” This and 
the like prescriptions the pedagogic charlatan 
are made duty for the wise guidance and sym- 
pathy which every competent teacher gladly ex- 
tends the learner. Were those would-be teach- 
ers not mentally obtuse they prove themselves 
be, they might read the listless attitudes 
their pupils when recitation time comes, the silent, 
yet meaningful protest minds and hearts fully 
conscious the injustice and the wrongs they have 
endure. Their lack-lustre eyes 
looks tell the real nature the feelings that prompt 
them hurl back indignantly. “STUDY your les- 
son—why, luckless ones have never learned what 
you mean that imperative command. Please 
teach how study, and then insist our ful- 
filling your commands. Give the light see and 
the liberty our appointed tasks then, and only 
then, can you hold responsible for our failures.” 
The ill-success which often follows the teaching 
efforts many earnest, hard working teacher 
may often traced some initial failure this 
matter ensuring the pupil’s proper mental be- 
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havior under given scholastic assignment. The 
proper mental “behavior” here view may fair- 
well expressed the more homely formula. Get 
the pupil the student feel that can master 
the lesson, solve the problem, work out the les- 
son topic acceptable oral written form. 

The advantage which such feeling gives the 
learner, must apparent any reflecting mind. 
When the student knows that need but follow 
the lines approach and attack laid down for him 
his teacher, that can make his way through 
the mazes foreign idiom, solve the seemingly 
difficult problem Algebra Geometry, catch 
the essential points the theme asked de- 
velop, will sure address himself his work 
with renewed ardor and interest, and thus make 
steady progress the right road genuine ment- 
power. Often, however, fails any 
these things, least degree satisfactory 
either himself his teacher, not because 
mentally incompetent otherwise positively un- 
able make further progress the subject 
supposedly studying, but simply and solely because 
does not know how marshall and apply his 
mental powers the intellectual task which has 
been set for him. 


fails make progress his work not be- 
cause adverse taking pains wilfully 
deaf the reiterated injunction, “You must study 
harder,” but rather because finds assurance 
such inept advice that can accomplish his task, 
encouragement spur his lagging faculties 
win the high prize which awaits every persever- 
ing student. 


thoughtful may presumed, will 
permit any such abuse work its mischievous ef- 
fects the young aspirants knowledge. Ac- 
cordingly, study methods command generous 
measure attention the part every progres- 
sive teacher. Any adequate scheme teaching pu- 
pils how study, should evidently framed with 
eye the special mental status, the stage 
scholastic progress, and the ascertained capacity 
the pupils under instruction. particular, the 
teacher should indicate plainly the pupils just 
what are the essential facts, principles, proposi- 
tions would have them center their attention 
upon, and then state detail how they should be- 
gin, pursue, and finish the assigned work. 

For instance, let assumed that there ques- 
tion study assignment Physics, the measure- 
ment work, the “velocity factor” the law 
falling bodies.

The necessarily brief treatment how study 
problems here given may not impress the reader 
with the force the arguments which might 
adduced prove that the backward status many 
our upper grade and high-school students 
owing their lack training the art study- 
ing. Thoughtful teachers, however, will not 
disposed lay all the blame the pupil’s mental 
deficiency, long the teacher refuses guide 
the learner along the road knowledge. Neither 
will too precipitate attributing the learner 
“lack knowledge,” but they will learn “what” 
and how apply the first factors instruction; 
“what” the thing and “how” works. The work 
education longer entrusted novices, but 
experts, who know some the shortcomings 
the methods which they themselves were in- 
structed.

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Self Expression 


ANY terms used modern pedagogy arouse 
misgivings the minds the wary. Not 
the least frequent these that “Self Expres- 
sion”, which more and more spreads itself over the 
pages modern educational literature. many 
savors Russeauism and return the “Cul- 
ture Epoch Theory”, while others less suspicious 
least shows tendency to“The Individualistic 
Point View” education. The refusal accept 
its disciplines has not, however, lessened its appear- 
ance nor curtailed its encroachment all the proce- 
dures class room methods. This would plain- 
evident anyone who would make survey 
only limited circle, which could legitimately 
accepted indicative the tendencies prevalent 
the entire field education. 


would seem more keeping with wisdom 
discuss the extremes its psychology and candidly 
reject them, than eschew the very presence 
its name, yet follow many its tenets the con- 
duct educational processes. 


Historically the psychology “Self Expression” 
was the exposition theory designed and desig- 
nated not only show resentment but also 
overthrow more dominant form which resolved 
itself into expression accord with the set dispo- 
sitions and canons imposed others. manifested 
its radicalism the pet practices those who 
proposed program which allowed the child 
school age react the behests instincts from 
within and the conflicts with natural environments 
from without. This was naturalism with all its ex- 
travagance and brought with after years so- 
cial condition the circle which those thus 
trained moved which nearly collapsed French civili- 
zation. The social fabric the time was not woven 
out purely natural developments previous 
ages, and would have had change quite 
pletely meet the philosophy and conduct those 
educated schools which the above methods 
prevailed. parents and teachers this philosophy 
issued its mandates; “Keep out the child’s way 
and let nature take its course.” 


The other extreme, however, has always shown 
uniform leveling down and lifting 
invariable standard—the doleing out text 
book information and the mere hearing lessons 
without teaching them with aftermath very 
precise memory examinations intended test rather 
the unwilling advances the young than the 
ciency the particular teacher’s art. The one with 
its excessive and exotic licenses led the rebillious- 
ness which made the young anarchists ‘the 
home, the school and society, while the other with 
its esotic sameness and inhuman disregard the 
individual wasted itself conventional welter 
lullying sleep state mental lethargy 
which very soon satisfied the young with the least 
amount the educational program that parents 
and school authorities would allow. 


There are, however, forces the young that de- 
termine the direction their growth, and there are 


the other hand standards conducts—spiritual 
and corporal, supernatural and natural for the vari- 
ous stages that growth, and these must act 
controls dire results are avoided the so- 
ciety which the young are live. Neither 
these extremes necesarily associated with sane 
theory Self Expression nor need their evil beset 
the educational program which gives place for 
its philosophy. The latent tendencies the indi- 
vidual subject may and should contemplated, 
while the same time standards acquisition may 
not disregarded the best types educational 


Self expression enters into the concept habit 
building, and knowledge largely useless unless 
and until effects the habits the subject who 
learns. When not closely related the develop- 
ment habits mere learning addles the mind into 
forgetfulness with the resultant economy waste. 
Instruction and the relevant mental activity which 
stirs releases nervous energy for which outlet 
must provided directed activities which become 
automatic habit, allow the individual sooner 
later find casually and under the direction 
instinct and passion outlet which not conser- 
vative, least little educational value. The 
best results school procedure which does not 
provide issue life habits for its various forms 
instruction allow the young grow thought- 
less after years the memory their academic 
triumphs. 


especially true the young that they value 
what they use and their entire life’s history col- 
ored the value they attach things which enter 
into their environment. This apparant the first 
elements which the school features for self expres- 
sion, namely the various forms dramatization. 
They invariably have also high appreciation 
the stories that they have dramatized, the forms 
nature that they have moulded with their clay.

Nor will this necessarily surrender the 
standards right and spiritual modes 
behavior the hazards pure naturalism. may 
require amount foresight, careful preparing 


alertness the part the teacher the right 


presentment truth that corresponding activi- 
ties may result, but withal far more economic, 
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beneficial and pleasurable use mental energy 
such foresight and planning than exhaust physi- 
cal energy vaguely profitable mental drills. 

The poor economy shown the neglect self 
expression apparant all sides the displayed 
adjustments those whose school career was 
somehow other maneuvered without it. 
matter fact life growth demands self expression 
and its moral successes depend varying degrees 
upon it. The mind will not allow itself housed 
shelter built human hands. Where the 
school procedure has not contemplated self expres- 
sion the young graduate must after years 
total rearrangement. fact there will forever 
remain with him the semblances duple person- 
ality—the one trained the schools and the other 
which shows forth the conduct life’s work. 
The former the hidden one and the latter the 
overt. 

his contact with life and its duties the child 
disposes himself keeping with his surroundings, 
accordance with the demands his surround- 
ings and his ability control them adapt him- 
self them. The general character his conduct 
will resultant his previous habits and the 
developing new ones which will moulded after 
the manner the old. will meet the demands 
life situations not much with the norms and 
regulations which may have been stocked 
memory from the ready movements which pre- 
vious training has written into his peculiar ways 
adaptation. 

The various modes which duty performed

school program which allows room for self 
expression the end that may prepare the young 
meet the needs life, not much with abund- 
ance purely formal knowledge with manifold 
and well rounded out habits, becomes more and 
more continuation the program used the 
well regulated home, and preparation for the pro- 
gram which the calls life will soon map out. Such 
program will lesson the amount formal content 
which was another age intended meet all the 
theoretically possible problems which life would 
project, and restrain itself advisable amount 
habit building which the young will pre- 
pared meet the ordinary adjustments life well. 

The devices that will made function such 
program will not the haphazard and whimsical 
choices which the young will 
weave straw figures out their own fantastics 
imagery, but will select modes procedure 
which the teacher will choose and use secure 
right activities the daily conduct those under 
her charge. There will abundance activity 
but reasonably directed and wisely controlled 
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the teacher. Such procedure will not admit, 
however, the monoptic arrangement which checks 
the efficiency the work done verbal enuncia- 
tions merely the part the children. The 
vision the teacher besettingly lit with 
the prospect preparing the young the things 
that are being taught.

Wasteful methods these disciplines are all too 
likely result the tradgedies frustrated hopes 
which the laborious and consecrated teacher, and 
just truly the young she teaches, did not envision 
their school career. Here the absence self 
pression the methods the school shows its 
most direful results. 

careful survey the situation would perhaps 
reveal two opposite tendencies the cause. 
one extreme there would perhaps found ex- 
travagent use rationalization about the truths 
religion without any due regard for some ex- 
pression these truths made personal the indi- 
vidual the building normal and sane life habits. 
the other would most likely found abund- 
ance mechanical habit building without the pre- 
disposing the subject’s minds what they are 
really accomplish through these habits. 

Neither keeping with the nature the crea- 
ture that lastingly and beneficially effected 
and transformed; for unreasonable too 
reasoning with creature that moulds conduct out 
complexity physical well mental habits, 
and equally unreasonable formalize the 
the outward conduct, through mechanically built 
habits creature that given with the light 
reason. 

More advertance the laws self expression 
would undoubtedly temper the whole situation and 
result lasting life attitudes and behavior more 
conformed the hopes and ambitions the chris- 
tian teacher. adapting the program these laws 
some basic principles should carefully evaluated 
and pondered over, that they may continuously 
assert themselves, when the plans for the process 
are being charted. The most important these 
the law imagery preparation for thought and 
for the initiating adaptable motor activities. 
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Much thought may not employed the doing 
things that have long been the result habit, 
and have become second nature, but new ad- 
justments for conduct purposes other alignments 
previous habits will postulate amount thought. 
These new situations come frequently 
days, but more frequently the days that imme- 
diately follow these. thoughtful disposition 
required’ for advantagous new the 
imagery the mind must fertile and fruitful. 
This would true even though the controversy 
that now prevalant whether there can 
thought without imagery, should settled the 
because ‘the findings would show that 
rarely fact. fact the new planning betore 
the modes behavior are determined must first 
set associative imagery. Thus have the 
sequences,—imagery for thought, and imagery from 
thought for conduct. true that mere mechan- 
ical adjustments may arranged instinctive 
activities, without thought, but these will just 
freakish the instincts themselves. 

the elemental prominence which imagery thus 
has the teacher will detect the demands made for 
concreteness and pictures mapping out the in- 
structions given. There also the relativity 
between the imaginary which precedes thought and 
that which proceeds from the thoughtful mind pre- 
paring for activity. here relation 
possibilities and similitudes which must not over- 
looked. The plan devised for conduct adjust- 
ments grows more less out the imagery which 
has begotten the thoughts out which the conduct 
devised. therefore plain that the thought pro- 
voking imagery should easily fashion itself into the 
imagery for conduct planning. The experienced 
teacher has often observed the effects upon the 
young mind for which abstract principle has been 
analyzed and exemplified. test upon the young 
mind its comprehension the principle 
through application made concrete case 
generally reveals the phenomenon that the under- 
standing the principle shown the very 
example which was given illustration. The 
concrete imagery made its impression and became 
the norm which real problem was solved. 

Conduct something very real and the imagery 
out which emanates must such that fair- 
convertable into actual conduct. This implies 
that the imagery out which thought proceeded 
should such also that may easily converted 
into the realities conduct.

methods which employ imagery and concreteness 
more productive real results keep the 
pattern the conduct, which the outcome, 
mind when the imagery which contribute 
the background for thought devised 
sented orally visually.

correlating its activities the ways conduct 
habits.

(Second Article the Series) 

public performance the culmination 

the year’s work. Its success will depend largely 
upon the energy and thoroughness with which the 
preparation has been undertaken. The intelligent 
interpretation the text, though incomplete it- 
self, far the more important part. All things 
else are secondary. Shakespeare’s plays drew ad- 
miring thousands “Wooden O”, 
Globe Theatre London was often called, time 
when the actors did their work, sans stage, sans 
scenery, sans all those accessories which have 
today. Yet, difficult overestimate the im- 
portance appropriate setting. Anything which 
helps create the impression reality advan- 
tage. Hence the management should endeavor 
have the players perform atmosphere nat- 
ural delude the audience and make them feel 
that time has but “turned back its flight” give 
them glimpse scene long since, scene 
which mortals like themselves enacted their little 
comedies tragedies upon the stage life. But 
are commencing idealize. Let stop and 
calmly consider the machinery which hope 
attain the ideal. 

The Management. 

Four men concur make what generally 
termed the management,—the Director, the Stage 
Manager, the Business Manager, and the Property 
Man. The executive staff the professional pro- 
gram will indicate additional offices, but for the 
amateur staff the above mentioned will suffice. 
fact, concentration the management advisable 
amateur dramatics. Each these men has spe- 
cific duties perform. However, the Director 
who must take the “lion’s him rests all 
the responsibility he, after all, who taking 
the chance. While his business supervise every- 
thing, his chief work the rehearsing the play. 
must also revise the text where necessary, de- 
sign the costumes, prescribe the make-up, specify 
the scenery, detail the property plot, indicate the 
nature the incidental music and draw the cue 
sheets. 

The Stage Manager’s work particularly pertains 
the night the performance. Yet, must at- 
tend the rehearsals and familiar with every detail 
the production. responsible for the disci- 
pline all those “back stage,” for the raising and 
lowering the curtain, for the entrance the ac- 
tors, for the arrangement the stage settings and 
for the production music, noises and all imitative 
effects incidental the action the drama. 

The Business Manager just what his name in- 
dicates. makes the agreement with the manager 
the theatre, the costumer, the stage carpenter and 
the orchestra leader; looks after the sale tickets; 
designs the program and advertising, and furnishes 
the club with statement accounts when the 
performance over. 

The Property man should somewhat an- 
tiquary and jack-of-all-trades. His duty pro- 
cure all the properties used the play. im- 


portant charge and requires keen sense organi- 
zation. 

might add another official, the Prompter. 
mistake think that anyone all can fill this 
position. should attend the rehearsals and 
quite familiar with the text. During the perform- 
ance should seated the wings place 
known each actor. course, the players should 
certain their lines that his services are never 
required but there just the same “make as- 
surance double sure.” Should happen that one 
the actors accidentally forgets his lines should 
covered the others possible. clever actor 
will extemporize until has made the connection 
again gain access the prompter such man- 
ner that not perceived the audience. Yet, 
the case complete “stall” better say the 
cue loudly enough distinctly heard. 

Stage Business 

Under this heading, which for better term 
have styled “Stage will included 
few random hints intended give greater smooth- 
ness the performance. 

During the whole time that actor the 
stage must show his actions that in- 
tegral part every movement and not merely wait- 
ing for that fixed moment which will brilliantly 
read his lines and then crawl back into his shell 
stand “like his grandsire cut alabaster.” 

When one the actors speaking the others 
should keep their eyes him and show their 
varied expression that they are greatly interested 
what says; other words, give the impression 
that what going not being but real. 

The actors should not fidget with their hands 
play with their costumes, but let the hands hang 
relaxed the sides, that say, when not em- 
ployed making gesture. 

Whether seated standing, the position should 
varied from time time. This particularly con- 
cerns those who have small speaking part. Guards, 
soldiers and the like should learn stand rigidly 
attention. 

one knee, that nearest the audience. Likewise for 
always turn toward the audience. 

With regard accidents there need for 
know that the greatest actors have them likewise. 
They are bound occur. The proper thing 
nothing happened. chair falls let lie 
until the opportunity put right presents itself. 

Properties. 

The property plot contains all the articles such 
chairs, tables, pictures, rugs, etc., which are used 
the actors during the performance. well 
have list for each scene, although this may mean 
great deal repetition. 

Procuring the properties only part the work, 
but the one which presents the greatest diffi- 
culty. The property man must never forget that 
his work only appearances that count. Every- 
thing viewed from the standpoint the audience. 
Hence can give the touch reality paper 
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shell will serve the purpose well the real 
thing. However, the furniture, rugs, etc., must 
never give the impression 
course, those odd cases where such would 
quite order. While the stage gorgeous 
should never loaded with superfluities. There 
beauty harmony, truth and symmetry and 
these qualities should always prevail. For classi- 
cal plays, the furnishings should true the 
period. should avoided; carved 
decoration more suitable. 

Nearly everything that required stage furni- 
ture can obtained Antique Shops from the 
local theatres. Small properties will have 
bought made up. Caskets can made from 
cigar boxes; lockets and medallions, out lead 
first cut into shape and then plated, polished 
painted the case may be; chains can pur- 
chased cheaply the hardware store and then plat- 
ed; lanterns can made light framework, with 
mica windows, and afterwards painted give 
beaten-brass effect. Letters, classical plays, 
should the form scroll wound cylen- 
drical stick, the ends which project beyond the 
edges the paper. The letters may tied red, 
green purple ribbons. Properties such swords, 
crowns and the like should obtained from the 
costumer. the various details the property 
plot are procured they should checked off and 
carefully labelled. 

keen sense organization required for the 
successful handling properties the stage. The 
large properties such furniture should placed 
the wings definite order. That say, the 
material for each scene should placed together 
and such manner that the pieces can han- 
dled with the least inconvenience. For example, 
court scene where throne used, the order 
would follows: boxes for throne (it better 
have sections), rug cover boxes, throne 
chairs, other rugs, tables, chairs, etc. The smaller 
properties like quills, ink-stands, books, etc., may 
place the tables. Otherwise, they should 
located large table one the dressing 
There nothing confusing the searching for 
properties just before the curtain goes up. ad- 
visable let the stage manager direct the setting 
the large properties and have the property man 
concentrate his attention the smaller ones. 
the property man has articles hand the ac- 
tors during the progress scene should em- 
ploy himself putting things order for the next 
scene. Noise can never tolerated during the set- 
ting stage likewise, silence should 
observed and orders communicated means 
signs. The work should done quickly pos- 
sible and this will accomplished more readily 
organization than frenzied speed. always 
well have the actors look over the setting before 
the curtain raised. 

While the stage being dismantled the property 
man should collect the small properties and arrange 
them place for the next performance. Actors are 
careless about properties and unless 
these articles are picked once they may easily 
lost. Borrowed properties should returned 
promptly and good condition, Those which have 
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been bought made should carefully stored 
away for future use. 
Scenery. 

With regard scenery there only one thing 
do, employ stage carpenter. Let him make 
locate the scenery and hire his own stage crew 
operate it. the local theatre cannot supply 
your needs there are Supply Houses every large 
city that will glad ship the necessary scenery 
and send men work for you the nights 
the performance. The rental not exorbitant. 
the stage carpenter exactly what you want and give 
him plenty time. wise furnish him with 
plan for each “set” indicating the openings, and 
sketch show, general, the effect desired. 

There possible alternative, namely make 
your own scenery. However, for amateurs, such 
course not practicable. First all, they have 
not the facilities nor the experience. Secondly, not 
being able store properly, goes ruin and, 
besides, the chances are that would not suita- 
ble for the next performance. Finally, too ex- 
pensive. 

even less feasible for amateurs change 
the scenery. Here, willingness counts for little; 
experience which tells. couple professional 
stage hands will more work the same time 
than dozen inexperienced men. this matter 
result much time consumed during the change 
scenery and the continuity the dramatic action 
lost. 


The interval from scene scene should 
short possible, never more than eight minutes. 
The order the scenes can often re-arranged 
reduce the number changes and this al- 
ways desirable. The play should start punctually 
the time indicated the ticket—eight o’clock 
advisable for classical plays—and finished 
eleven.

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THE TEACHING RELIGION. 
Rev. Thomas Burke, J.C.D. 
Indifference Towards Religion. 


the principal obstacles met with the 

teaching religion the present day the popular 
and the same time the pernicious theory which teaches 
that man may indifferent his choice religious 
creed, provided live conformity with his choice and 
good citizen. This theory variously designated 
Latitudinarianism, Liberalism religion, Religious In- 
difference, and Dogmatic Toleration. 

recent years many articles have appeared the 
newspapers, magazines, and ephemeral literature general- 
ly, anent the merging various non-Catholic sects, that 
one naturally asks onesself, behind all?” 
“What the cause the great change religious feeling 
throughout the community?” accept, course, the 
Catholic Church, although this movement does not spare 
from its deleterious influence the minds weak Catholics. 
times gone men would gladly suffer die for the 
religion they professed, and would condemn every other 
religious system differing from their own opposed 
the religion established Christ. the present time 
dogmatic toleration the shibboleth nearly every de- 
nomination outside the Catholic Church. distinct- 
the fashion, and flaunted evidence true, 
twentieth century enlightenment. Ostensibly this the 
result broadmindedness and brotherly love, but 
reality the consequence religious indifference. 

This popular theory, whatever the name which 
call it, holds that God looks with equal favor all 
creeds, and that long man leads good life, con- 
sistent with the his religious profession, the 
denomination itself inconsiderable import. finds 
expression such phrases “All religions are good,” 
“One religion good another,” “All religions lead 
God.” “We are all working for the same end.” 
other words, religion pretty much matter taste and 
selection, and accordance with their contention, men 
may lay claim large measure liberty selecting 
their creed selecting their wardrobe. Try one re- 
ligion, and not adaptable, try another. that 
does not suit, try third. And if, after scanning the 
tenebrous vagueness the theological horizon, your 
curiosity retreats abashed from futile efforts appease 
its hunger, invent religion your own; but the same 
time broadminded enough concede that other reli- 
gious systems are good, too. 

The vast majority Indifferentists are easy going 
set people who see reason why matters religious 
they should make exception their general mode 
action, namely, that doing what costs them the least 
expenditure energy and nets them the most gain. 
There are others who treat the matter “scientifically.” 
This latter class prefers designated the 
tic title Liberals. Somehow the word “Liberal” seems 
intimate that they are men great minds. men whose 
keen intellectual prowess enables them discern beyond 
the maze doctrinal disputes which hopeless 
plebeians are entangled some cosmic 
unity, which they call the world’s true religion. this 
class belongs the president emeritus Harvard Univer- 
Eliot. denies the Trinity and the Di- 
vinity Christ. According him “the religion the 
future will bound creed dogma.” that case 
find, not easily caught, and difficult retain. Religion 
without dogma creed? You may well try build 
house without foundation. Did you ever hear any 
art science without its principles? How, then, can 
there exist religion, which the very etymology the 
word means binding together Creator and creature, 
the sum the relations, which, virtue the creation, 
exist between God and man, together with the duties 
which these relations impose man, unless has its 
underlying principles, its fundamental doctrines, other 
words, its dogmas and its creeds? 

for all religions being alike, one religion being 
good another, thinking person can possibly ac- 
cord such assertion his unqualified

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one, and that cannot anything but one, har- 
monious agreement with itself all times and all 
places. One its distinguishing characteristics the 


lack any chameleon-like quality, which might render 


capable changing its form complexion suit the 
conveniences men and the exigencies the times. 
Since truth only one and are bound seek the 
truth, follows that the true religion can only one 
and are bound seek that one religion. seems 
strange that here, the very origin and fount religious 
teaching, many are guilty egregious error. Jesus 
Christ quitted His heavenly home come down upon 
earth and walk among men that might teach them 
the truths eternal life and instruct them the re- 
quirements necessary for salvation. the New Tes- 
tament there more consoling, kindlier. more 
beautifui picture our Saviour than that which repre- 
sents Him the teacher and partner man all his 
success. The people were slow understand this, be- 
cause the human heart finds difficult realize that 
God could come down the streets into the house 
out the desert “to give knowledge salvation 
His people; enlighten them that sit darkness and 
the shadow death.” But before departed from 
this world commissioned His apostles and disciples 
continue the divine work which had begun, that 
they might lead poor humanity His consoling doc- 
trine, His lavish promises, His sublime Presence, 
from its condition exhaustion and despair into the way 
peace and salvation. Furthermore, added the 
charge promise reward and punishment; those who 
who accepted His doctrine, and believed, should saved, 
whereas, those who believed not should condemned. 

There are the United States alone the present 
time approximately three hundred religious denomina- 
tions, professing impart their communicants the 
pure, unadulterated doctrines Jesus Christ. all 
these existing religions, two can found agree 
theory and practise what constitutes the Chris- 
tian religion. What one teaches true, another rejects 
false. 

Let cite briefly few examples support our 
contention. Catholics believe that Christ Divine Per 
son, Unitarians deny His Divinity. Catholics hold that 
bishops were divinely appointed rule the Church; Pres 
byterians teach that bishops were not appointed. The 
Catholic Church holds that the Pope, the Bishop Rome, 
has universal spiritual jurisdiction over the whole world, 
and that when speaks matters faith morals, 
granted the fulfillment certain requirements, his utter 
ances are Other Churches maintain that best 
his primacy one honor. and not jurisdiction. The 
Catholic Church teaches that Christ really, truly and 
substantially present the Sacrament the Eucharist; 
other churches deny His presence. Catholics hold that 
“faith without good works dead.” Luther taught that 
“faith alone justifies,” other words, not necessary 
for one’s religion manifest itself one’s everyday 
tions. Surprised find himself teaching this unprece- 
dented doctrine direct contradiction the Bible, 
rejected the Epistle St. James “one straw,” and 
into the text St. Paul (Romans 3:28) boldly in- 
serted the word “alone.” According him, you can run 
the whole gamut sin, only believe that Christ died for 
your sins and you will saved. Pecca fortiter sed 
fortius fide, sin much you like, but let you faith 
little stronger than your sins, was his motto. With 
what delightful convenience times some religious 
accommodate themselves the depravities human 
nature! 


And so, the different creeds that now exist and pre- 
sent their claim for the homage men, what one holds 
true, another denies and holds the contradictory 
true. Moreover, they are variance with one another 
not merely non-essential items belief, but even 
doctrines that are commonly looked upon fundamental 
tenets any Christian denomination. The voice reason 
and common sense peremptory and emphatic when 
tells that two contradictory statements cannot both 
true the same time. Only one can true, the 


other must false; and the evident truth one estab- 
Hence, 


lishes the evident falsehood the other. 
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existing religions teach opposite and contradictory doc- 
trines, some them are necessarily false. Consequently, 
one religion good another, false religion 
good true one, and falsehood good truth. 

say, therefore, that Christ came establish earth 
the reign truth tantamount saying that came 
bind all men together one and the same belief—in 
word, found Church, wide the world, co-extensive 
with mankind, every member which was profess the 
same doctrine. say that God does not care whether 
His people profess this religion, another religion which 
contradictory opposition it, the same say 
that does not care whether they believe truth false- 
hood—a compliment unworthy attribution the Way, 
the Truth, and the Life.

Spanish Hapsburg Power. 


THREE ABUSES THE CHURCH TOWARDS 
THE END THE RENAISSANCE EPOCH. 
increased political activity favorable Italy and the 
Austro-Spanish Hapsburg Power, and offensive rival 
powers, which aimed freeing the Church and their 
dominions from the influence the people, and subject- 
ing their own control. 

dividing, conflicting, social and educational policy 
which allowed the middle classes escape from the con- 
trol the Church, and divided education into the op- 
posing classes Scholasticism and Paganism. 

increased over-emphasis upon the material, with 
the accompanying diminution the spiritual side 
Church activity. This inclined many extremists such 
heresies those Wyckliffe and Huss, which contended 
for purely spiritual invisible Church, and exclusive 
but direct between God and man. 


DEFINITION THE PROTESTANT REFORMA- 
TION. The Protestant Reformation was the religious 
revolution which many peoples Northeastern Europe 
fell into heresy, principally concerned with the condition 
mankind since the fall, and the means salvation. The 
so-called reformers denied the authority the Church 
the Divine Interpreter Scripture, and adopted private 
interpretation the Bible. The movement begun under 
the pretext reformation, was really from the outset 
heresy, born the indomitable pride its authors.

ORIGIN ABUSES CONCERNING INDUL- 
GENCES. the fifteenth century the erection 
churches and monasteries was furthered the grant 
indulgences those contributing money the building 
these sacred edifices, but always necessitating the 
same time the usual conditions confession and sincere 
contrition. However, the course time, those deputed 
collect the money, often emphasized more the alms 
giving money, than the spiritual needs and profit the 
people offered them the form indulgences. Secular 
rulers the times increased these abuses frequently 
forbidding the promulgation such indulgences within 
their territories, unless portion the money contributed 
towards the churches were given them. The effect 
the public mind the day, was that the promulgation 
indulgences assumed economic aspect, and many 
came gradually regard them oppressive tax. 
vain did earnest spiritual men seck wipe out this abuse, 
and much bitterness was aroused against ecclesiastics and 
especially against the Roman Curia. Accordingly, when 
Pope Leo promulgated indulgence favor those 
contributing towards the building the new St. Peter’s 
Rome, the doctrine indulgences was openly attacked, 
thus kindling the fire the Protestant Reformation 


Germany.

CHARACTER LUTHER. Luther was man

sensuality, both which were presided over gigantic 
pride egotism, which urged him justify himself under 
all circumstances, submit restraint, and resort 
utterly unscrupulous means attain his ends. Thus 
was spiritual pride which caused his fall. 


FACTORS LUTHER’S LIFE EDUCATION AND 
RELIGIOUS LIFE THAT LED HIS APOSTASY. 
the University Erfurt and afterwards 
Augustinian Order, Luther received poor foundation 
philosophy and theology, and developed over-inclina- 
tion for the humanistic positive method doctrinal 
matters, that is, the investigation the Scriptures, the 
writings the Fathers, and other positive sources. His 
sudden decision enter religious life due fear caused 
seeing friend his killed lightning, his over- 
occupation with external activities every kind the op- 
position between the stricter and laxer section his 
order; the opposition between the Augustinians and the 
Dominicans; all these led Luther evolve heretical 
doctrine, which promulgated while teaching theology 
Wittenberg. 


FIVE-FOLD HERETICAL DOCTRINES LU- 
THER. That the fall man has 
spiritual powers that man unable perform works, 
that are good and has leit his only motive power, con- 
cupiscence. 

That his concupiscence sinful itself constitutes 
original sin, and hence makes all our works sinful. 

Since the justification purchased the Redemption 
Christ for man, does not destroy concupiscence, 
purely external and not internal justification. 

That individual men secure this justification through 
Salvific Faith the perfect confidence 
that one will saved. 

That while justification enables man approximate 
towards good works, their works still remain sinful, and 
not increase justification, which given invisible 
way once for all. 


LUTHER’S OPEN ATTACK INDULGENCES. 
the vigil All Saints, October 31, 1517, Luther af- 
fixed his ninety-five propositions the doors the 
Church attacheu the castle Wittenberg. Pope Leo 
summoned Luther Rome tried for heresy. 
But the Elector Frederick Saxony shielded him from 
the Pope’s action, because Luther was president his 
favorite University, that Wittenberg. Luther’s friends 
obtained from Pope Leo for his case tried 
Cardinal Cajetan, instead going Rome, but Luther 
obstinately refused retract his errors, and appealed 
from the Pope ill-informed the Pope better in- 
formed. also wrote two most hypocritical letters 
the Pope, expressing extreme submission him, the of- 
ficial teacher Catholic doctrine. Leo had. the 
meantime, issued bull vindicating the Catholic doctrine 
indulgences, whereupon, Luther, desirous weakening 
its effect Germany, appealed General Council. The 
Pope then attempted bring Luther recognition 
his errors sending his own chamberlain, Charles 
Miltiz, who instead staunchly defending the truth, be- 
stowed his flatteries Luther, order please his 
friend, Frederick Saxony, and treated Tetzel and other 
defenders the faith the authors the disturbance. 
This injustice caused Tetzel’s speedy death. short but 
incisive refutation Luther’s theses Dr. Eck led 
public disputation between himself and friend, 
Dr. Carlstadt, which Luther himself took part. was 
held Leipsic and lasted ninteen days. Dr. Eck forced 
Luther admit that his vices contradicted the decrees 
the Council Constance against Huss. whereupon 
Luther rejected the infallibility the Church matters 
doctrine, and established for the first time, the famous 
Protestant principle, that the Scriptures interpreted 
private judgment are the sole source doctrine re- 
ligious matters.* Defeated Dr. Eck, Luther rejected 
the Epistle St. James, the primacy the Sce St. 
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Peter, and the infallibility General Councils which 
had previously appealed. 

After the disputation Leipsic, which had exasperated 
Luther’s pride, the so-called reformer proclaimed the Pope 
the anti-Christ and himself true evangelist com- 
missioned immediate revelation God Himself 
preach the “new gospel” the only means salvation. 
Luther then demolish the doctrine the 
Sacraments, the Sacrifice the Mass, the hierarchy, the 
priesthood and set invisible Church with univer- 
sal priesthood governed evangelical liberty. 


CLASSES PEOPLE WHO SUPPORTED LU- 
THER. territorial princes Germany, whose 
greed and ambition Luther had appealed. 

The Knights who were won over Luther the 
same appeal. 

The lax members the clergy and religious orders, 
who desired release from the obligations and duties 
their state. 

The peasantry and working classes. 

number good and well-meaning persons, who 
thought Luther aimed reform supported Luther the 
beginning, hoping that might lead reformation 
manners, but these withdrew from the movement when 
they saw was directed not against abuses, but against 
revealed truths and divine institutions. 

After mature deliberation, Pope Leo July, 1520, 
issued bull which forty-one propositions were con- 
demned, and himself commanded retract within six- 
days under pain excommunication. Frederick 
Elector Saxony, refused receive the papal legate, 
Alexander, and paid regard the papal bull, whilst 
Luther burned the papal bull and copy the canon law 
befcre the gate Wittenberg, thus openly declaring war 
against the Church, and the whole Christian past, Decem- 
1520. Luther’s excommunication followed January 


DIET WORMS 1521. The newly elected emporer, 
Charles, his coronation swore protect the Church, 
and maintain the rights the Holy See, and proceeded 
from Aacheon the Diet Worms, which was sum- 
moned devise means for the restoration religious 
peace. The princes favorable Luther demanded reg- 
ular trial the ex-friar before the Diet. However, the 
papal legate, churchman great virtue and 
learning, rightfully objected against this setting aside 
sentence already passed the highest competent tribu- 
nal. The Emperor took middle course and 
Luther the Diet under safe-conduct, not dispute 
and judged, but give account his books, 
and his readiness revoke his errors. powerful 
speech three hours, Alexander clearly showed the as- 
sembled princes that Luther’s proceedings threatened not 
only the stability the Church, but the very existence 
the Empire and the well-being society. Luther ac- 
knowledged the books laid before him his own, but 
refused retract anything. would listen only clear 
texts and arguments from Holy Scripture. Whereupon 
Charles issued edict which placed Luther under the 
ban the Empire obstinate heretic and ordered 
his books burned. The sentence the ban was 
take effect after twenty-one days, which his safe-conduct 
allowed him. Luther was conveyed Wartburg, 
castle Frederick Saxony. Here began the trans- 
lation the Bible into German, changing the text 
fit his own tenets. From which Luther 
styled his “Patmos,” sent forth many pamphlets. Out- 
side the Austrian States, Bavaria, Brandenburg, the duchy 
Saxony, and some ecclesiastical territories the Edict 
Worms remained dead letter. 


ERRORS LUTHER’S TRANSLATION THE 
NEW TESTAMENT. the text from St. Paul,

BRIEF DESCRIPTION THE KNIGHTS’ WAR. 
The Knights the Empire, led Francis Sickingen 
and Ulric Hutten, order further Luther’s cause 
made attack upon the territory the Prince Bishop 
Trier, energetic opponent Luther.

These Peasants were stirred 
numberless preachers who were unfrocked priests, run- 
away monks proclaiming the most violent language the 
gospel hatred, envy, and rebellion. Some demands 
made the Peasants were right themselves, such 
use forests and commons, the right hunting and fish- 
ing, but they were asked the authority Holy Scrip- 
ture understood and interpreted the Peasants. 
short time most unreasonable demands were made, such 
abolish all vested rights the upper classes and 
clergy, abolish all taxes, finally, abolish all socia! 
differences, and this last, they were the forerunners 
the modern socialists. 


LUTHER’S RESPONSIBILITY FOR THE PEAS- 
ANTS’ WAR. Luther had set the example utter re- 
bellion against all God-given authority. His pamphlets 
appealed the worst human passions. declared such 
acts burning convents, plundering and slaying bishops 
and priests not only pleasing God, but necessary 
under pain damnation. result this destruction 
all morality the Peasants were forced accept much 
severer terms than they had before, due the fact that 
the records their privileges were all destroyed. 


ORGANIZATION; WORSHIP AND CREED THE EARLY LU- 
THERAN CHURCH. 1. In organization the Church was subject to 
the ruler in each state. Under the Ruler, there was a group of 
supervising pastors and other church officials. Luther abolished bishops. 

2. The worship consisted principally in the Mass, devoid of its 
sacrificial character, and supplemented by hymns and preaching. 

8. The Creed consisted of the leading articles of Catholic belief, with 
a modification of Luther’s teachings concerning free will, good works, 
etc.

He possessed the same insane hatred of the Jews 
that has characterized all bigots, and he conducted a fierce 
tirade against them. 

the midst the Peasants’ War Luther scandalized 
most of his followers by his marriage with Catherine Bora, an 
escaped nun. 

3. Luther died in 1546 at Eisleben in Saxony, his native 
town, of a stroke of apoplexy, brought on by his bitter opposi- 
tion to Melcanhthon, who conternplated a certain amount of 
compromise with the Church. 

Luther was totally destitute the necessary virtues 
humility and charity, his attempt at instituting a reformation 
was a most dismal failure, as he himself declared; whereas it 
has always been characteristic of those who have had success 
in carrying out real reforms in the Church, that they began 
their work by first reforming themselves.

“American and colleges 
are the foremost promoters slang 
the world.” did not stop 
this, but went affirm its con- 
viction that the average citizen 
longer shocked when hears one 
young person say another, “Go 
way back, you dumb Isaac; 
dead the neck both ways.” The 
writer continued: “The average citi- 
zen knows perfectly well that young 
men, and sometimes young women 
too, who discourse such outlandish 
terms usually have had better edu- 
cation than himself, and that grad- 
uate taking his doctor’s degree 
English can massacre the language 
far more heinously than the 
Broadway tough.”
